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HISTORICAL SKETCH. 
—~+$ << —— 


The Town of Newark was settled in the month of 
May, 1666, by emigrants from Connecticut. The first 
English settlement this side the Hudson was commen- 
ced at Elizabethtownin 1664, two years previous. In 
Angust of the following year Governor Carteret arrived, 
and sent agents into New England to publish the “cone 
cessions” or terms of the Proprietors, and to invite 
settlers to the new colony, These terms were liberal ; 
and early in the succeeding year (1666) agents were 
despatched from Guilford, Brandford, and Milford, in 
Connecticut, to view the country, and to learn more 
particularly the terms of purchase, as well as the state 
of the Indians in the vicinity. They returned witha 
favorable report; especially of the district “ beyond 
the marshes, lying to the north of Elizabethtown,” and 
were forthwith sent back with power to bargain for a 
township, to select a proper site fora town, andto make 
arrangements for an immediate settlement. To the 
good judgement of these individuals, who were Captain 
Robert Treat, John Curtis, Jasper Crane, and John 
Treat, are we indebted for the plan of our Town—our 
wide main streets, (the only ones then laid out,) and 
the beauty and extent of our public squares. 

These preliminaries being arranged, thirty families 
from the above towns, and New Haven, embarked una 
der the guidance of the exploring agents, and after a 
passage as long and tedious as a voyage at this time 
across the Atlantic, arrived in the Passaic river early 
in the month of May. At this point, however, their 
progress was impeded. The Hackensack tribe of In- 
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dians, who claimed the soil granted to the agents of the 
emigrants, by the Governor, met them here, and oppo- 
sed their !anding, until full compensation should be 
made to them. 

The manner in which this difficulty was disposed of, 
is set forth at large in an affidavit by Capt. Robt. Treat, 
dated March 13th, 1687, which we find among the 
documents accompanying the long “ Bill in the Chan- 
cery of New Jersey,” filed in April, 1746, by James 
Alexander, at the suit of John Earl of Stair, and others 
claimants under Carteret and Berkely, against certain 
settlers in Elizabethtown, for the recovery of the lands 
in that vicinity. This bill* recites at great length, the 
history of the English settlements in East Jersey. 
The affidavit—which may be found on page 118 of the 
bill---contains the following interesting narrative. After 
setting forth that he was then, at the date of the affida- 
dit, ‘about 64 years of age,” and was ‘one of the 
company that first settled at Newark,” Capt. Treat 
proceeds--- . 

ʻ« That from my discourse and treatise with the Governor, I 
expected that he would have cleared the plantation from all 
claims and incumbrances, and given quiet possession, which 
he had promised to do; but no sooner were we on the place, 
and landed some of our goods, when I and some others were 
warned off the ground by the Hackensack Indians, who seemed 
angry that we had landed any of our goods, although we told 
them we had the Governor’s orders ; but they replied the land 
was theirs, and that it was unpurchased: thereupon we put 
our goods on board the vessels again, and acquainted the Gov- 
ernor with the matter, and he could not say it was bought of 
the Indians. I and most of the company were minded to de- 
part, but the Governor, with other gentlemen, were loth to let 
us go, and advised and encouraged us to go to the Indians, and 


directed us to one John Capteen, a Dutchman, that was a good 
interpreter, to go with us: and I with some others and said 


* Commonly called ‘‘ the long bill in Chancery.’ It was printed 
in folio form, in the city of New York, in 1747, by Jas.

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Capteen went fo Hackensack to treat with the Sagamores and 
other Indian proprietors of the land lying on the west side of 
Passaic river, about purchasing said lands ; and one Perro (an 
Indian) laid claim to said Passaic lands which is now called 
Newark ; and the result of our treaty was that we obtained of 
a body of said Indians to give usa meeting at Passaic, and soon 
after they came, all the proprietors, viz. Perro and his Kindred, 
with the Sagamores that were able to travel; Oraton, being 
very old, but approved of Perro’s acting. And at that meet. 
ing with the Indian proprietors, we did agree and bargain with 
the said Indians fora Tract of their said land on the west side 
of Passaic river te a place called the Cove, by the said Gover- 
nor’s order and allowance, and upon information thereof he 
seemed glad of it; and I with some others solicited the Gov. 
ernor, to pay for the purchase, to the Indians: which he re. 
fused and would not disburse any thing, unless 1 would reim- 
burse him again ; anda bill of sale was made, wherein the pur- 
chase of said land will appear, and I can and do testify that the 
said Indians were duly paid for it according to the Bill wherein 
we became debtors to the Indians, and not to the Governor, 
as I judge, and Perro affirmed that he had not sold his land to 
any before this time.” 


This tract thus purchased of the Indians is more par- 
ticularly described in a certificate from Samuel Edsal, 
who appears to have been one of the negociators, dated 
March 5th, 1687, which we find on page 117 of the 
same ‘Bill in Chancery.” In this certificate the wri. 
ter sets forth the purchase to be “a parcel of land 
lying and being on the West side of the Kill Van Coll, 
beginning at the mouth of acertain Creek named Wa- 
weayack, (Bound Creek) upon the bay side ; and from 
thence running up the said Creek to the head of a Cove, 
and from thence Westward to the foot of the (Newark) 
Mountain, called by the Indians Watchung; thence 
running along the said foot of the Mountain, until it 
meets by an East line with a small river coming from 
the hills into Passaic river named Jantucuck, (3d river) 
from thence running down Passaic river, and Arthur 
Cull Bay, till it meets with the mouth of Waweayack, 
as abovesaid.”’ 

These limits formed the original Township of New- 
ark, comprehending the present Township of that name

and the Townships of Springfield, Livingston, Orange, 
Bloomfield, and Caldwell. ‘The price of this purchase 
was 1301. New England currency, 12 Indian blankets, 
and 12 Indian guns. 

It must be satisfactory to every townsman thus to 
know that every foot of land lying within our bounds 
was honestly and openly purchased of its original pro- 
prietors. However unjustly the aborigines may have 
been dealt with elsewhere, no act of our ancestors can 
be pointed to with the slightest reproach by the most 
jealous advocate of Indian rights. 

The settlers first located themselves according to the 
Towns whence they came, in separate neighborhoods ; 
but the sense of mutual danger soon induced a change 
in this respect. On the 21st of May, 1666, delegates 
from the several Towns resulved to form one Township, 
to provide rules for its government, and “to be of one 
heart and hand, in endeavoring to carry on their spirit- 
ual concernments, as well as their civil and town affairs, 
according to God and godly government.” And for the 
more speedy accomplishment of their desires, “ a com- 
mittee of eleven were appointed to order and settle the 
concernments of the people of the place.” This 
committee consisted of Capt. Robert Treat, Lt. Samuel 
Swain, Samuel Kitchell, Michael Tompkins, Morris 
Say, Richard Beckly, Richard Harrison, Thomas 
Blatchly, Ed. Rigs, Stephen Freeman, and Thomas 
Johnson. The articles of government which they form- 
ed, possessed a full portion of the strict, religious spirit 
of the people. ‘+ No person could become a freeman 
or burgess of their town, or vote in its elections, but 
such as was a member of some one of the Congrega- 
tional Churches :---nor be chosen to the magistracy, 
nor to any other military or civil office.”  “* But all 
others admitted to be planters, were allowed to inherit 
and to enjoy all other privileges, save those above ex- 
cepted.” Disregarding the right of the English pro- 
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prietors of New Jersey, and apparently with a resolu- 
tion of disclaiming all fealty towards them, and of de- 
pending on their Indian grants, they also resolved “ to 
be ruled by such officers as the town should annually 
choose from among themselves, and to be governed by 
the same laws’as they had, in the places from whence 
they came.” 

In November of this year, « many of the inhabitants 
of Brandford” appear to have Joined their associates in 
the enterprise. The following document which we 
copy from the town records, appears to have been 
signed by them on this occasion, and to have been sub- 
sequently endorsed---in June, 1667---by the other male 
settlers, It will be seen by this document that in 
June, 1667, the whole population of the town consist- 
ed of sixty-five efficient men, ‘ besides women and 
children.” 


October 30th, 1665, 
At a Meeting Touching the Intended design of Many 
of the Inhabitants of Branford, the following was sube 
scrib: d— 


Deut. 1—13 Ist, That None shall be Admitted freemen or free 
Exod. 18—21 Burgesses within our Town, upon Passaick River, in 
Deut. 17—15 the Province of New Jersey, but such planters as are 
Jere, 36—21 Members of some or other of the Congregational Churs 
ches; nor shall any but such be Chosen to Magistrasy 
er to Carry on any part of Civil Judicature, or as depus 
ties or assistants to have power to Vote In Establishing 
Laws, and Making or Re ealing them, or to any Chief 
Military Trust or office. Nor shall any Butsuch Church 
Members have any vote in any such Elections ; Tho’ all 
others ad mitted to Be planters have Right to their proper 
Inheritances, and do and shall Enjoy all other Civil 
Liberties and priviledges, According to all Laws, orders, ` 
Grants, which are or Hereafter shall Be Made for this 
own.

It will be perceived by these names, comprising the 
whole number, that a great majority of the original 
settlers of the town are still represented by a numerous 
posterity as may be seen by consulting the Directory. 

At the first distribution of land, each man took by lot 
six acres as a homestead ; and as the families from each 
of the several original towns, had established them- 
selves at short distances from those of other towns, the 
allotments were made to them in their respective quar- 
ters of the new settlement. Seven individuals, selected 
for the purpose, assessed on each settler his portion 
of the general purchase money. The lands were even- 


tually divided into three ranges ; each range into lots, 
and parcelled by lottery; first setting apart certain 


portions, called tradesmen’s lots; one of which was to 
be given to the first of every trade, who should settle 
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permanently in the place ; reserving also, the present 
Upper Green of the town (now Washington Square) 
for a market place, and the Lower Green (now called 
the Park) fora military parade; and that part of the 
town in and adjacent to Market street, where the tan- 
neries now are, thena swamp, for a public watering 
place for cattle. This last portion having been sold by 
the town, is altogether in possesion of individual 
owners. 

In 1667, the Rev. Abraham Pierson, the first minis- 
ter, commenced his official duties here. He is said to 
have been “ episcopally ordained” at Newark, in South 
Britain, and to have named this town after that of his 
ordination : by which name it was sometimes called 
abroad, but was known at others by that of Milford. 
In the next year, the first « meeting house,” 26 feet 
wide, 34 long, and 13 between the joists, was erected ; 
the town voting thirty pounds and directing that every 
individual should perform such labor as a committee of 
five might require, towards its completion. It wasa 
small frame building, and stood near the centre of the 
town, fronting on Broad street, on the lot now knownas 
the old town burying ground, opposite to the present 
building of the First Presbyterian church. Mr. Pierson 
emigrated to the new world in 1655, and with a few fol- 
lowers settled in or near Guilford, Conn. He was one 
of those who were dissatisfied with the corrupt and ar.» 
bitrary character of Church and State in England, and 
annexed himself to the party then called moderate 
Presbyterians. He was an old man when the colony 
settled Newark, and appears to have been eminent for 
his learning, wisdom, and piety. His salary was fixed 
at 30/. 

Arrangements for the « meeting house” having been 
completed, the town meeting next appointed Henry Ly- 
on to keep a Tavern for the entertainment of travellers 
and strangers, and instructed him “ to prepare for it as 
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soon as he can” At the same meeting, (inthe year 
1668) Robert Treat and Sergeant Richard Harrison 
were appointed to erect a “ Grist Mill on the brook at 
the North end of the Town .” setting apart the second 
and sixth days of the week as grinding days. John 
Rockwell, of Elizabethtown, was at the same time 
voted a member of the community upon condition ‘ of 
his moving here forthwith, and maintaining his present 
or other sufficient Boat, for the use of the Town.” 
Robert Treat, and Jasper Crane, were chosen the 
first magistrates, in 1668; and representatives to the 
first assembly of New Jersey, convened at Elizabeth- 
town, 26th May, of the same year ; by which the first 
state tax, 12/. sterling, of which the proportion of New- 
ark was 40s., was laid.* Mr. Treat was also chosen 
first recorder or town clerk ; and after a residence here 
of many years, returned to Connecticut, where he be- 
came governor, and died. The town also established 
a court of judicature, holding annually one session, on 
the last Wednesday of February, and another on the 
Second Wednesday of September ; having cognizance 
of all causes within its limits. On the 24th May, 1669, 
the first selectmen, five in number, were chosen. The 
number was subsequently increased to seven, who con- 
tinued to administer affairs until 1736, when the present 
township officers were created by law. And in this 
year Indian hostility appears to have displayed itself in 
petty robberies and depredations, the increase of 
which, in 1675, induced the townsmen to fortify their 
church as a place of refuge, in case of general attack, 
and to take proper measures of watch and waed. 
About this period the Rev. Mr. Pierson had become 


ernor, and ten Burgesses ; two from Bergen ; two from Newark ; swo 
from Elizabethtown ; two from Woodbridge ; and two from Middle- 
town and Shrewsbury. ° 
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Abraham Pierson, Jun., to become his colleague. He 
had been educated at Cambridge, and was distinguished 
for his talents and accomplishments, but had neither 
the meekness nor prudence of his father. He contin- 
ued here only a few years after his father’s death, which 
occurred in 1680, but removed to Killingworth, Conn., 
where he died in 1708. His reputation for learning 
was so high, that he was chosen the first President of 
the College of Connecticut, (now Yale College) on its 
institution in 1701. Mr. Pierson was succeeded in the 
pastoral office at Newark by Mr. John Prudden, who 
finally relinquished it, after serving twelve or thirteen 
years, in favor of Mr. Jabez Wakeman, a young man 
of distinguished attainments. Mr. W. died in 1704, 
and was succeeded by Mr. Nathaniel Bowers. 

The year 1676 was distinguished by the establish- 
ment of the first School ; and the selectmen « agreed 
with Mr. John Catlin to instruct their children and 
servants in as much English reading, writing, and- 
arithmetic as he could teach.” Mr. Catlin was also. 
chosen Attorney for the Town, and appears to have 
been the first lawyer settled here. About the same 
time, measures were taken to invite mechanics to the 
place. The first shoemaker appears to have been Sam- 
uel Whitehead, of Elizabethtown, who was formally 
admitted a member of the community, on condition of 
his supplying it with shoes. The first Tannery was 
established in 1698, at the “ swamp or watering place.” 

The Town appears to have been early celebrated for 
its Cider. Gov. Carteret writes to the Proprietors in 
England, in 1682,---*« At Newark is made great quanti- 
ties of cider, exceeding any we can have from New 
England, Rhode Island, or Long Island,” which is the 
first mention we find of this famous article. The Gov- 
ernor also speaks of the place at this time, as a compact 
town of about one hundred families, and that it is the 
only place in the Province provided with a settled 
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preacher, following no other employment. The town 
appears also to have obtained the character abroad of 
being an unhealthy place, subject to fever and agues, 
and intermittents, which is supposed to have retarded 
its growth. 

During the ministry of Mr. Bowers, a new and larger 
church was agreed upon. The walls were put up in 
1708, a few steps north of the first building, on the same 
lot. This was a heavy undertaking, much beyond the 
means of the people. Although the place had been set- 
tled forty years, it is said that when the walls were 
knee high, the whole population, men, women, and 
children, “ could have sat upon them.” The interior 
was not entirely finished within thirty years. Itis said 
to have been the most elegant edifice at that time in the 
colony. 

On the 23d October, 1676, a warrant was granted 
by the Governor, for 200 acres of land and meadow, 
for parsonage ground, and also, for so much as was 
necessary for landing places, school house, town house, 
market place, &c. ; and in 1696, a patent from the pro- 
prietaries to the town, covered all the lots, in various 
parts of the township, called “Parsonage Lands ;” 
which have been since divided, with some difficulty and 
contention, among five churches, viz: three of. the 
Presbyterian, and the Episcopal, at Newark, and the 
First Presbyterian church at Orange. 

The London Church Missionary Society, about the 
year 1732, sent out a number of Missionaries, some of 
whom settled at Elizabethtown, and other places in the 
neighborhood of Newark, where they occasionally 
preached. This gave rise to serious contentions among 
the colonists on the subject of church government. In 
this town a few of the leading individuals declared 
themselves dissatisfied with the Presbyterian form, and 
in favor of the Episcopal’ mode, as practised in South 
Britain. During this controversy, which occurred un- 
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der the ministry of Mr. Joseph Webb, the immediate 
successor of Mr. Bowers, the present Episcopal church 
was instituted. The church appears to have originated 
in 1734, with Col. Josiah Ogden and others, who took 
occasion to leave the Presbyterians in consequence of 
the rigor with which he was treated for saving his grain, 
in a wet harvest on the Sabbath. The present church 
edifice was built in 1808, on the site of the original 
building. . 

Mr. Webb was dismissed in 1736, The Presbyte- 
rian church then called the Rev. Aaron Burr, the father 
of the late Vice President of the United States, who 
was subsequently born in the town. Mr. Barr was 
distinguished as an eminent scholar and divine, and en- 
joyed reputation abroad as well as at home. He estab- 
lished a Latin School soon after his settlement here, 
and the town in his time, we are told, “ flourished ex- 
ceedingly in trade, manufactures, and agriculture ; 
growing in wealth, population, and respectability, far 
beyond any thing which it had before attained.” 

In 1721, the first freestone was quarried for market ; 
and this article, celebrated for its excellent quality, has 
long been a subject of export. 

During the years 1745, 6 and 7, a great excitement 
existed in the vicinity, arising out of contentions be- 
tween the settlers and the English proprietors concern- 
ing the title to the lands. The settlers held under 
their Indian title, and refused to recognize any other. 
In 1745 and 6, there were two great riots at Newark, 
in each of which the jail was broken open by large 
mobs, and the prisoners held by suits in favor of the 
English proprietors, set at liberty. The same parties 
liberated other prisoners for the same cause, at Eliza- 
bethtown and Somerville. 

Inthe year 1746, the College of New Jersey (now 
located at Princeton,) was instituted at Elizabethtown, 
under the Presidency of Jonathan Dickinson, who is 
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reported to have been an eminent scholar. Mr. D. 
died the next year, and the Trustees then confided the 
students to the care of Mr. Burr, at Newark, who thus 
became the second President of the College. Here 
the institution continued to flourish for eight years, at 
the expiration of which period the Trustees determined 
to locate it permanently at Princeton. After much 
controversy between the Trustees and the congrega- 
tion, Mr. Burr’s pastoral relation was dissolved in the 
winter of 1755, and in the October following he removed 
to Princeton with the College, where he died in Sep- 
tember, 1767. The congregation continued without a 
pastor until 1759, when they united in a call to the 
Rev. Alexander McWhorter. Mr. McWhorter preach- 
ed his first sermon here on the 28th June of that year, 
and continued to preside over the ehurch, with an inter- 
mission of one or two years, until his death in 1807—a 
period of nearly half a century. It would hardly be 
just to the memory of this estimable. and eminent man, 
not toadd that his, labors as a minister and a citizen, 
contributed largely to the character and increase of the 
town. He stood foremost among the men who adorned 
the American church during the latter part of the last 
century, which is no mean praise. A marble slab in 
the wall at the right of the pulpit in the church which 
was built chiefly through his instrumentality, worthily 
commemorates his worth, and the gratitude of the peo- 
ple for whom and with whom helabored. In 1765 the 
first public Library was established. 

At the commencement of the revolutionary war, the 
town was much divided upon the questions agitating 
the country 3. and on the Declaration of Independence, 
by, the State, several families, among whom was Mr. 
Brown, pastor of the Episcopal church, who had min- 
istered from its foundation, joined the royalists in New 
York. From its vicinage to that strong hold of the 
enemy, the tofwn suffered greatly, by the visitations 
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of regular troops and marauders. On the 22d of No- 
vember, 1776, Gen. Washington entered Newark on 
his retreat through New Jersey, having crossed the 
Passaic by the Aquackanonck bridge, with a force of 
3500, comprising Beal’s, Heard’s, and part of Irvine’s 
brigades. Here the troops remained encamped until 
the morning of the 28th, when Lord Cornwallis entered 
the town from New York, and the American forces re- 
treated towards New Brunswick and the Delaware. 
Each army was thus for a season quartered upon the 
inhabitants of the town, and the British commander in 
pursuing the Americans left a strong guard behind, 
which remained here until after his discomfiture at 
Trenton. Foraging parties, and bands of plunderers 
in the garb of the enemy, kept the neighborhood in 
continual alarm through several years. On the night 
of the 25th of January, 1780, a regiment of 500 men, 
commanded by Colonel Lumm, came from New York, 
following the river on the ice, and burned the academy, 
then standing on the upper green. This was a stone 
building, two stories high, with apartments for the 
teacher. On the same night another British party, 
unknown to the first, fired the Presbyterian church at 
Elizabethtown, the light from which alarmed the in- 
cendiaries at Newark, and caused their hasty retreat. 
They carried away with them Joseph Hedden, Esq., 
an active whig, who had zealously opposed their previ- 
ous depredations; dragging him from a sick bed, and 
compelling him to follow, with no other than his night 
clothing. The party returned by the route by which 
they came; and a soldier, more humane than his fel- 
lows, gave Mr. H. a blanket, a short time before they 
reached Paules Hook. At this place Mr. H. was con- 
fined in a sugar house, where he perished in a few days, 
in consequence of bis sufferings that night. 

About this period, and during the war, the average 
population of the town was less than 1000. In the 

BY 
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year 1777, there were only 141 dwelling houses; of 
which 88 were in that part of the town now comprised 
within the limits of the North Ward, 50 in the South 
Ward, 28 in the East, and 25 inthe West Ward. 

The present public bridge over the Passaic was ori- 
ginally built about the year 1792. Previous to the 
Revolution, and up to this period, the business on the 
river was chiefly transacted at Lowe & Camp’s dock, 
now known as the stone dock, some hundred yards 
north of the old bridge. The first public road to New 
York communicated with Market street, and led across 
the upland and meadow by a ferry near the bay. On the 
construction of the present causeway, the ‘old ferry 
road” was abandoned. 

The “ Newark Academy” was established by an As- 
sociation in 1792: it was subsequently distinguished for 
many years as one of the largest and most prominent 
academic institutions in the country. 

Soon after the close of the war, arrangements were 
made by the Presbyterians for the erection of another 
and better house of worship. The corner stone of the 
First Presbyterian Church was laid by Dr. McWhorter 
in 1787: on the Ist of January, 1791, it was opened 
for public worship. After the completion of this build- 
ing, the old church was converted into a Court House, 
for which purpose it was used until the erection, in 
1807, of the building destroyed by fire during the sum- 
mer of 1835. In 1801 the Rev. Edward D. Griffin, 
now President of Williams College, was associated 
with Dr. McWhorter, as colleague. The entire charge 
of the congregation devolved upon Dr. G. at the death 
of this venerable divine, in 1807. He resigned the sta- 
tion In 1809, for a professorship at Andover, and was 
Succeeded by the Rey. Dr. Richards, who removed to 
Auburn in 1823. The following year the church called 
the Rev. Wm. T. Hamilton, who resigned in the fall of 
1834, and was succeeded during the last summer by 
the Rev. A. D. Eddy. ‘The Second Presbyterian 
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Church was erected in 1808, and the Rev. Hooper 
Cumming installed its first pastor. He was succeeded 
by Dr. Griffin, who resigned the charge on being ap- 
pointed President of Williams College. The Rev. 
Philip C. Hay then became pastor of the church. After 
his resignation the Rev. Mr. Cheever was called to the 
station. In 1824, the Third Presbyterian Church was 
organized, under the Rev. J. T. Russell, who was suc- 
ceeded by the Rev. Baxter Dickinson. Mr. D. re- 
signed the charge in 1835 for a professorship in Lane 
Seminary (Cincinnati), and the congregation soon after 
made out a call to Mr. Selah B. Treat, of Connecticut, 
the present pastor. The Fourth Presbyterian Church, 
of which the Rev. Dr. Weeks is the present pastor, 
Was instituted in the year 1831. A fifth Presbyterian 
Church, known ‘as the Free Church, was organized 
during the year 1834. ‘The Rev. Peter Kanouse is its 
present pastor. All of these churches now have con- 
venient, and some of them even elegant houses of wor- 
ship. . 
The Episcopal church was placed under the care of 
the Rev. Uzal Ogden soon alter the war. After him 
came the Rev. Joseph Willard, Rev. Lewis P. Bayard, 
Rev. H. P. Powers, and the Rev. Matthew L. Hender- 
son, the present incumbent. In 1808 the church edi- 
fice was rebuilt. - 

In 1801 the First Baptist church was constituted 
under the Rev. Charles Lahatt: a meeting house was 
erected in 1804, and rebuilt in 1810. The following 
are the succeeding pastors of this church, viz: Rey. 
Peter Thurston, installed in 1808 ; Rev. Daniel Sharp, 
in 1809 ; Rev. Job Lamb, in 1812; Rev. Ed. Jones, in 
1814; Rev. Daniel Putnam, in 1822; Rey. Ebenezer 
Loomis, in 1826; Rev. J. S. C. F. Frey, in 1828; Rev. 
P. L. Platt, in 1830; and the present incumbent, Rey. 
Daniel Dodge, who succeeded in 1832. A second 
Baptist church was organized in 1833. 

The first Methodist Episcopal society was formed in 
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1806, by the Rev. David Bartine. There are now 
two large congregations, each having neat and conveni- 
ent houses of worship. The first Chapel, in Halsey 
street, was erected in 1810, at which time there were 
but thirty members, who enjoyed only such ministeria] 
‘services as could be rendered by two preachers, whose 
sphere of duty embraced large portions of Essex, Ber- 
gen, and Morris Counties, including Staten Island, then 
known as “ the Essex and Staten Island Circuit.” In 
1818, the Society was greatly increased under the la- 
bors of the Rev. Joseph Lybrand, and from that time it 
has steadily progressed, and is now grown into two 
large congregations. It has since been under the pas- 
toral care of the Rev, Messrs. Cremer, Martindale, 
Thatcher, Rushing, Kennedy, Porter, Gelder, Higgins, 
Thompson, Matthias, and Atwood. 

A Dutch Reformed Church was established in the 
year 1834, and the Rev. Ransford Wells elected pastor. 
The society have since built a large and elegant brick 
church in Market street. 

A Catholic Church was commenced in 1824, and 
completed the year following. The Primitive Metho- 
dists also have a Church, and there are tivo African 
Churches. The Universalists formed a society a few 
years since, and now have a neat house of worship in 
Clinton street. 

In 1804 the Newark Banking & Insurance Company 
was chartered, with a capital of $400,000, and this was 
for a number of years the only Bank in this part of New 
Jersey. | 

We have thus summarily gone over our early history. 
It remains for us now only to refer to the present ad- 
vanced condition and prospects of the place. 

Perhaps no town in the Union has more steadily ad- 
vanced, or experienced a more healthy growth, since 
the introduction of the business of manufacturing. In 
adescription of Newark written in 1806, it is repre- 
sented as one of the most pleasant and flourishing vil- 
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lages in the United States, noted for its cider, its quar- 
ries, the manufacture of carriages, coach lace, and 
shoes. One third of the inhabitants, it is said, were 
constantly employed in the manufacture of shoes alone. 
This is the first mention which we find of manufactur- 
ing as the chief business of the Town, and from that 
period to the present, there has been a steady increase 
—both in the branches of manufactures, and the amount 
produced. The value and blessings of domestic indus- 
try are happily illustrated in this progress; and it is a 
fact worthy of record, that while our citizens individu- 
ally have been the architects of their own fortunes, so 
our town collectively is not indebted to any adventitious 
causes for its advancement, but has grown and flourished 
solely by industry, frugality, and enterprize: and it now 
ranks among the first inland towns in the United States. 

The population in 1810, including the township, 
which then embraced the present township of Clinton, 
was not far from 6000. In 1826 the number had in- 
creased to 8017; and in 1830 to 10,995. 

In 1833 the population was estimated at 15,000, and 
the number of dwellings at 1712. The following esti- 
mate of the population of 1835 was made last October. 
It should be observed that the township of Clinton has 
been set off since 1833.

There are 5094 names in this Directory, which, it 
should be remarked, cannot be expected to include all 
the class of journeymen, clerks, and laborers, who are 
not permanently settled, and are only boarders. An 
average of 3 1-2 persons toa name js a small allowance 
for females, boys, and children, and this estimate would 
give 17,829 inhabitants: 4 would probably be a juster 
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average, and that would give a population of 20,376 for 
the present year. . 

It would appear by these estimates that the period 
of the town’s greatest prosperity and increase, is the 
interval since 1830. During this time the population 
has about doubled, allowance being made for the nam- 
ber set off with the new township; and the increase of 
its capital and business is probably in a much greater 
ratio. 

There are three Banks and three Insurance Compa- 
nies, viz: ‘The Newark Banking & Insurance Co.,” 
incorporated in 1804, with a capital of $400,000 ; 
s‘ State Bank,” in 1812, with a capital of $280,000 ;” 
and “ The Mechanics’ Bank,” in 1831, with a capital of 
$250,000. The Insurance Companies are the Newark 
Mutual, the Mechanics’, and the New Jersey. The 
Capital Stock of the first two was increased by the last 
Legislature. 

The Morris Canal was completed in 1832, thus fur- 
nishing the town a direct and easy communication with 
the Delaware at Easton, and the Lehigh Coal Mines at 
Mauch Chunk. The New Jersey Rail Road & Trans- 
portation Company opened their road to Jersey City on 
the 15th of September, 1834. Some idea may be 
formed of the amount of business on this road, and of 
the intercourse between this city and the great Com- 
mercial Metropolis, by the following estimate, copied 
from the Newark Daily Advertiser, as furnished by the 
books of the Company. It should also be observed 
that beside this mode of communication, there is a 
Steam Boat, and a regular line of Stages, which are 
fully patronized :

The above results are truly gratifying to the friends 
of Internal Improvement and the whole community. 
One fact is particularly worthy of notice, viz. that the 
intercourse on this road between the City of Newark 
and Elizabeth-Town and Rahway, is greater than be- 
tween the latter places and New-York; a practical 
proof, as well of the business importance of Newark, 
as the great advantage of improved facilities of commu- 
nication with our Southern Cities and towns. The 
Engineer expresses entire confidence of the completion 
of the Railroad to New Brunswick, by the First of July. 

The business of the river has also greatly increased. 

During the session of Congress of 1833-4, the town 
was made a Port of Entry, and Archer Gifford, Esq. 
appointed Collector. The Whaling Company, incor- 
porated the year previous, fitted out a vessel during the 
summer of 1835, which is now at sea ; and several yeg- 
sels of large tonnage have been employed in the south- 
ern trade. There has also been a corresponding in- 
crease in the trade with the city of New York, and the 
northern and eastern ports; in which trade nearly 100 
vessels are constantly employed, several of them being 
exclusively engaged in the coal trad 


€, as connected 
with the Morris Canal. It is prope 


r also to remark 
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supplied by this canal. 
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During the last year it was ascertained, after careful 
investigation, by a competent committee, that the an- 
nual exports of the town to the southern ports of the 
United States, South America, and the West India 
Islands, exceed the immense amount of EIGHT 
MILLIONS OF DOLLARS. 

These exports consist chiefly of the manufactured 
goods produced in our numerous factories, such as sad- 
dlery and harness, carriages, shoes, hats, coach springs 
and lamps, plated ware, brass and iron castings, cutlery, 
coach lace, patent leather, malleable iron, window 
blinds and sashes, cabinet ware, sitting chairs, jewelry, 
planes, ready made clothing, trunks, &c. &c. &c. 

Besides the immense amount of goods of these de- 
scriptions, manufactured for foreign markets, large 
quantities of various other kinds are produced for con- 
sumption at home. 

The increase in the population and business of the 
town has been much greater during the past year than 
within any corresponding period. New streets have 
been opened in every direction : large numbers of build- 
ings of almost every description have gone up, inclu- 
ding a number of the largest manufacturing establish- 
ments in the place; real estate has advanced beyond all 
former precedent ; and every interest of society is 
springing forward with unexampled energy. 

‘In pursuance of a resolution adopted at the annual 
Town meetings, an act of Incorporation was obtained 
from the State Legislature, at the session in January 
last, and has since been sanctioned by the popular vote, 
agreeably to its provisions. A list of the officers elect- 
ed for the current year, under the new charter, together 
with the charter itself, is subjoined to the Directory.

WITH THE

AN ACT 


To incorporate the City of Newark. 


Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the Council and General 
Assembly of this State, and it is hereby enacted by 
the authority of the same, That all that district of 
country in the county of Essex, contained within 
the boundary lines of the township of Newark, as 
now established by law, and all the freemen of this 
State, inhabitants within the limits aforesaid, be, and 
hereby are ordained, constituted and declared to be 
from time to time and forever hereafter, one body 
corporate and politic in fact and in name, by the 
name of “ The Mayor and Common Council of the 
city of Newark,” and that by that name, they and 
their successors forever shall and may have perpet- 
ual succession, and shall be persons in law capable 
of suing and being sued, pleading and being implea- 
ded, answering and being answered unto, defend- 
ing and being defended in all courts and places what- 
soever, in all manner of actions, suits, complaints, 
matters and causes whatsoever, and that they and 
their successors may have a common seal and alter 
the same at their pleasure, and also by their corporate 
name aforesaid, shall be in law capable of purchas- 
ing, holding and conveying any estate, real or per- 
sonal, for the public use of the said corporation, and 
that the said, “The Mayor and Common Council 
of the City of Newark,” and their successors shall, 
by virtue of this act, become, and be absolutely and 
completely vested with, possess and enjoy, all the 


w 
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lands, tenements, hereditaments, property, rights, 
causes of action and estate whatsoever, both in law 
and equity, in possession, reversion or remainder, 
which at the time of the passing of this act are vest- 
ed in or belong to the inhabitants of the said town- 
ship of Newark, in their corporate capacity, as now 
incorporated by the name of “The Inhabitants of 
the township of Newark, in the county of Essex,” 
according to such estate and interest as the said “ The 
inhabitants of the township of Newark, in the county 
of Essex,” at the time of the passage of this act 
have, or of right ought to have in the same: Provi- 
ded, that nothing in this act contained, shall affect 
any suit or suits now pending in the name of “ The 
inhabitants of the township of Newark, in the coun- 
ty of Essex.” 

Sec. 2. And be it enacted, That the said city 
shall be divided into four wards in manner following, 
to wit : all that part of the said city lying north of a 
line beginning at the Passaic river, at a point oppo- 
site the middle of the street now called Centre street, 
and which leads from the east corner of the Military 
Commons to the new wharf called Centre Wharf, 
and from such point or place of beginning running 
up and along the middle of said street until it inter- 
sects the eastern branch of Broad street, which runs 
along the east side of the Military Commons, and 
thence running in a straight line across the said Com- 
mons to the middle of New street, where the same 
intersects Broad street, thence along the middle of 
New street to Washington street, and from thence 
continuing the same course or line last aforesaid, 
until it intersects the division line between the town- 
ship of Newark, and the township of Orange, shal 
constitute the North Ward of the city of Newark 
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aforesaid, and all that part of said city lying south 
of a line commencing at the point in the division 
_ line between the townships of Newark and Orange, 
at which the continuation of a line running along the 
middle of William street to the said division line 
would intersect the same and form such point run- 
ning in a straight lineto the middle of William street 
where the same intersects the Springfield turnpike, 
and from thence through the middle of William street 
the several courses thereof to Broad street, thence in 
a direct line to the middle of Fair street where it in- 
tersects Broad street, thence along the middle of 
Fair street to Mulberry street, and from thence eon- 
tinuing the same course or line last aforesaid, until 
it intersects the Passaic river or Newark bay, shall 
constitute the South Ward of the city of Newark ; 
and all that part of said city lying west of a line 
running along the middle of Broad street and ex- 
tending from the line which constitutes the north 
boundary of the South Ward where it crosses Broad 
street to the Liberty pole, standing on the south point 
of the Military Commons, and from thence running 
up the middle of said Commons until it intersects 
the line which constitutes the south boundary of the 
North Ward where it crosses the said Commons, 
shall constitute the West Ward of the said city of 
Newark, and all the residue of the said township of 
Newark shall constitute the East Ward of the said 
city of Newark : Provided always, that if any of the 
division lines aforesaid shall intersect any dwelling 
house, such house shall be considered as included in 
and belonging to the ward in which the largest por- 
tion thereof shall happen to le. 

Sec. 3. And be it enacted, That there be, and 
forever hereafter there shall be, in and for the said 

az 
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city, one mayor, one recorder, sixteen aldermen, one 
clerk, two coroners, one treasurer, four ASSESSOrs 
four collectors and twelve cunstables. 

Sec. 4. And be it enacted, That the mayor, re- 
corder, and aldermen of the said city shall constitute 
and be called the common council of the said city, 
and the said common council shall be summoned 
and held at such times and places in the said city, 
as the mayor, or in his absence or sickness, the re- 
corder of the said city shall appoint, and the mayor, 
or in his absence, the recorder, shall preside at the 
meetings of the common couneil, and have a casting 
vote, and if both be absent, one of the aldermen may | 
be appointed by the members present, pro tempore, 
and 4 majority of the whole number of the common 
council, shall be a quorum to transact’business: Pro- 
vided, that the said mayor, recorder, and aldermen 
shall not have or exercise any of the powers, duties, 
or functions, of justices of the peace in this State, 
any thing in the act constituting courts for the trial 
of small causes, in anywise to the contrary notwith- 
standing. 

Sec. 5. And be it enacted, That an election by 
ballot shall be held in each of the wards of the said 
city on the second Monday in April next, and on the 
second Monday in April in every year thereafter, at 
such place as the common council shall appoint, of 
which place the common council shall cause public 
notice in writing, to be set up in three public places in 
the ward, and to be published in two or more of the 
newspapers printed in the said city, at least one 
week previous to the day of election, at which elec- 
tion four aldermen, one assessor, one collector, one 
judge of elections, one commissioner of appeal in ca- 
ses of taxation, one person to be clerk of the ward, 
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two school committee men, and three constables, 
shall be annually chosen in each of said wards from 
among the citizens residing therein, and entitled to 
vote at such elections, of which elections the judge 
of elections, assessor, and collector of each ward 
shall be the judges, except that the first elections to- 
be held in said wards on the second Monday in April 
next, shall be held at the places now fixed for holding 
the annual ward meetings of the township of New- 
ark, and under the direction of the judges and in- 
spectors of elections of the said wards, as now consti- 
tuted; that the poll of such election shall be opened 
at 10 o’clock in the forenoon, and closed at 7 in the 
evening, and that all persons who by law are or may 
be qualified to vote at town meetings, shall be enti- 
tled to vote at such election, in the ward in which 
they actually reside, at the time of offering their votes ; 
that the name of each elector voting at such election, 
shall be written in a poll list to be kept at such elec- 
tion by the clerk of the ward, as now constituted, 
and that after the poll shall be closed, the said judges 
shall count the votes given for the several candidates, 
and certify the result under their hands, and deliver 
such certificates to the clerk of the ward, who shal] 
file and preserve the same, and within five days after 
such election, deliver a copy thereof to the clerk of 
the said city, tobe by him filed and preserved in his 
office, and the persons having the greatest number 
of votes, shall be deemed to be elected to the offices 
for which they shall have been voted for respectively. 

Sec. 6. And be it enacted, That at the said ward 
elections, to be annually held as aforesaid, there shall 
be voted for one person to be mayor, one person to 
be recorder, one person to be clerk, and two persons 
to be coroners in and for the said city, two persons 
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to be chosen frecholders, and two persons to be sur- 
veyors of the highways, who shall respectively be 
freeholders and inhabitants of the said city, that the 
officers conducting such elections shall, in manner a- 
foresaid, proceed to count the votes received, and 
certify the votes given for each candidate for the 
offices aforesaid respectively, which certificate shall 
be delivered within three days after such election to 
the clerk of the said city, who, calling to his assist- 
ance a majority of the aldermen of the said city, shall 
proceed to count the votes given in the several wards, 
and shall thereupon ascertain and declare who are 
elected by the greatest number of votes, to the res- 
pective offices mentioned in this section, and the said 
clerk and aldermen shall make a certificate thereof, 
and file the same in the officeof the said clerk: Pro- 
vided, that the certificates of the officers of the ward 
elections to be holden on the second Monday in April 
next, shall be delivered to the clerk of the present 
township committee of the township of Newark, 
who, with the assistance of a majority of the said 
township committee, shall count the votes, and as- 
eertain and declare who are elected by the greatest 
number of votes to the offices mentioned in this sec- 
tion; and the said clerk and committee men shall 
make a certificate thereof, and deliver the same to 
the clerk of the said city, so soon as that officer shali 
be sworn into office, to be by him filed in his office, 
and that the said several officers mentioned in this 
and the preceding section, shall continue in office for 
one year, and until others are elected in their stead, 
and sworn into office 

Sec. 7. And be it enacted, That the clerk of the 
said city, the commissioners ef appeals in cases of 
taxations, the chosen freeholders, the surveyors of 
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highways, constables and school committee men ap- 
pointed under this act, shall respectively possess the 
power and perform the duties of the like officers of 
any township of this state, so far as such powers and 
duties shall be consistent with the provisions of this 
act; and that the assessor, collector, and judge of 
election of each of the wards of the said city, shall 
respectively possess the powers and perform the du- 
ties of the like officers of any township of this state 
to the same extent, and in the same manner in all 
respects as if each of the wards of said city was con- 
stituted as separate townships of the county of Essex, 
so far as such powers and duties shall be consistent 
with the provisions of this act and that the members 
of the common council of the said city collectively 
and individually shall possess the powers and per- 
form the duties which by law belong to, or are im- 
posed upon members of the township committee of 
any township in this state, collectively or individu- 
ally, so far as such powers and duties are consistent 
with the provisions of this act. 

Sec. 8. And be it enacted, That the assessors of 
the several wards of the said city shall assess upon 
persons and property within the said city ; and the 
collectors of the several wards of the said city shall 
collect the state and county taxes by law directed, or 
required to be assessed and collected within the said 
city ; and also the taxes required to be assessed and 
collected for the use of the said city, in the same 
manner, and within the same times as the assessors 
and collectors of townships are or may be by law re- 
quired to assess and collect the state and county tax- 
es within their respective townships ; and the com- 
missioners of appeal, in cases of taxation, shall meet 
at such place within said city as the Common Coun- 
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cil shall appoint, and on the same day, and upon the 
like notice given as now is, or hereafter shall be by 
law fixed and required for the meeting of the like of- 
ficers of the townships of this state, and when so met 
shall have full power and authority to hear and de- 
termine all complaints of unjust taxation, whether 
the same be assessed for the use of the state or coun- 
ty, or of the said city, in the same manner as the 
like officers of the townships of this state are author- 
ized and required to do. 

Sec. 9. And be it enacted, That all elections 
hereafter to be held within the said city, for members 
of the Legislative Council and General Assembly, 
Sheriff and Coroners of the county of Essex, and 
for members of Congress and electors of President 
and Vice President of the United States, or for any 
other officers of the General or State Governments 
that may be eligible by the people, shall be held in 
the several wards of the said city, at the place there- 
in appointed by the Common Council for holding the 
city elections on the day or days which now are, or 
hereafter may be designated for holding such elec- 
tions; that the polls shall be opened and closed at 
the hours proscribed by the laws of this state, and 
the Judge and Inspectors of election before mention- 
ed, shall preside at and conduct all such elections, 
and the clerks of said wards shall be clerks of such 
elections in their respective wards ; that every per- 
gon in said city entitled to vote at such elections, shall 
give his vote in the ward wherein he actually resides 
at the time of such election, and not elsewhere ; and 
in case any person at any election whatever held in 
said city, shall vote or offer his vote in a ward in 
which he is not entitled to vote, he shall be liable to 
the penalty, prescribed in the seventh section of the 
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act entitled, “ A supplement to the act entitled an act 
to regulate the election of members of thé Legisla- 
tive Council and General Assembly, Sheriff and 
Coroners of this state,” passed the first day of June, 
in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred 
and twenty, to be sued for and recovered in the name 
of the clerk of the ward where the offence shall be- 
committed, in an action of debt with costs, and appli. 
ed to the use of the poor of said city. 

Sec. 10. And be it enacted, That the said Judges 
of elections shall take the same oaths and conduct 
such elections, and make returns thereof, in the same 
manner as township officers of elections are or may 
be by law required to do, and shall be vested with 
the same powers and authority, entitled to the same 
compensation, and perform the same duties, and be 
subject to the same penalties as the like officers of 
the townships of this state are or may be by law 
vested with, allowed, or subject to; and in case of 
the absence, death, incompetency, or refusal to serve 
of any of the said officers of elections, at any elec- 
tion provided for by this act, such vacancy or vacan- 
cies shall be supplied in the manner prescribed by 
law for supplying such vacancies in the townships of 
this state, and the clerks of the said wards respective- 
ly shall procure election boxes for the use of their 
wards in such manner, and of such descriptions as 
are required to be procured by the township clerks 
of this state, and be subject to the same penalties as 
township clerks are subject to for neglecting to pro- 
cure such boxes and keep the same in repair. 

Sec. 11. And be it enacted, That the clerk of the 
county of Essex shall transmit to the clerk of each 
of the said wards printed copies of the seventh and 
eleventh sections of the act mentioned in the seventh 
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section of this act, together with a list of nomina- 
ations, within the same time, and in the same manner 
as he is or may be by law required to transmit the 
same to township clerks, which ward clerks shall 
severally advertise the said elections and put up such 
copies and lists of nominations, in the manner in 
which the clerks of townships are required by law 
to advertise and put up the same. 

Sec. 12. And be it enacted, That the Treasurer 
of the said city shall be from time to time elected and 
appointed by the Common Council of the said city, 
or the major part of them in Common Council as- 
sembled ; and also that the said Mayor, Recorder, 
and Aldermen, or the major part of them in Com- 
mon Council assembled, shall, and may from time to 
time elect and appoint such other subordinate offi- 
cers of the said city, not herein named, as they shall 
think necessary either for the better ordering and 
governing the said city, or for the convenience, safe- 
ty and advantage of commerce, which officers so 
appointed shall continue in office until others shall be 
appointed to succeed them, and be sworn into office. 

Sec. 13. Andbe it enacted, That the clerk of the 
said city, before he enters upon the execution of the 
duties of his office, shall take and subscribe before 
one of the Justices of the Supreme Court of this 
State, or one of the Judges of the Inferior Court of 
Common Pleas of the County of Essex, who are 
hereby respectively authorized to administer the 
same, the oathof allegiance to this State, and like- 
wise on oath or affirmation, faithfully and impartially 
to execute the trust reposed in him, according to the 
best of his ability and understanding, which oaths 
shall be filed and preserved by the said clerk in his 
office; and that all officers appointed under the au- 
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thority of this act, shall before they severally take 
upon themselves the execution of their respective 
offices, take and subscribe before the clerk of the said 
city, who is hereby authorized to administer the 
same, the like oaths or affirmations, which the said 
clerk shall also file and preserve in his office. 

Sec. 14. And beitenacted, That it shall and may 
be lawful for the Common Council of the said city, 
or the major part of them in Common Council con- 
vened, to pass all such ordinances as they shall judge 
proper, for regulating, cleansing, and keeping in re- 
pair, the streets, highways, bridges, wharves, docks 
and slips in said city, and for preventing all obstruc- 
tions in the river Passaic, near or opposite to such 
wharves, docks and slips; for preventing the incum- 
bering or obstructing the streets, side-walks, alleys, 
docks and slips in said city, and for preventing per- 
sons from riding, driving, or passing over or upon 
the side walks with horses or oxen, or with wagons, 
carts or carriages of any description ; for ascertain- 
ing and establishing the boundaries of all streets, 
alleys and lots in said city, and preventing and re- 
moving all encroachments in or upon said streets and 
alleys; for preventing or regulating the running at 
large of cattle, horses, dogs and swine, or imposing 
a reasonable tax on the owners or possessors of 
dogs ; for preventing the immoderate riding or dri- 
ving through, or in any street of said city ; for aba- 
ting or removingany nuisance in any street or wharf, 
or on any lot or enclosure in said city, and for caus- 
ing common sewers, drains or vaults to be made in 
any part thereof; for the paving, flagging, or grav- 
elling the streets of said city, and for lighting the 
same ; for preventing or restraining riots, routs, dis- 
turbances or disorderly assemblages in any street, 
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house or place in said city . for regulating, protecting 
and improving the public grounds in said city; for 
preserving aqueducts in said city, and sinking and 
regulating wells, pumps and cisterns in the streets 
thereof; for regulating the use of lights in stables ; 
for the prevention or suppression of fires ; for regula- 
ting or preventing carrying on manufactures danget- 
ous in causing or promoting fires ; and for regulating 
the keeping and transporting of gunpowder, or other 
combustible or dangerous materials ; and it shall be 
lawful for the said Common Council, or the major 
part of them, to appoint and remove fire wardens, 
and by ordinance to prescribe the powers and duties 
of such fire wardens, and of the fire engineers and 
firemen ; which engineers and firemen shall be ex- 
empt from road tax, not exceeding the sum of three 
dollars, and from serving as jurors, or in the militia, 
in time of peace, and after serving ten years, suc- 
cessively, as firemen, shall be exempt from further 
duty as firemen, and also remain, thereafter, exempt- 
ed from serving as jurors, or in the militia, in time 
of peace; to pass ordinances for protecting goods 
from being purloined at fires; for compelling the 
cleaning of chimnics, and licensing chimney sweeps; 
for regulating the dimensions of chimnies, hereafte: 
to be built; for appointing watchmen, and prescri 

bing their powers and duties ; for regulating weights 
and measures, and the guaging of all casks of liquor 
and liquids; for regulating petty grocers, keepers 
of ordinaries or victualling houses, and the vending 
of meats and vegetables ; for establishing and regu- 
lating public pounds ; for restraining vagrants, men- 
dicants and street beggars ; for regulating the police 
of said city ; for regulating cartmen and cartage ; 
for erecting, maintaining, and regulating one or more 
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public markets in said city, and a city hall, or town 
house ; and the said Common Council shall and may, 
from time to time, pass ordinances for the more ef- 
fectual suppression of vice and immorality; for pre- 
serving peace and good order ; for the prevention of 
forestalling and regrating ; for suppressing and re- 
straining disorderly, and gaming houses, and such 
other by-laws and ordinances, for the peace and 
good order of the said city, as they may deem ex- 
pedient, not repugnant to the constitution of this 
state, or of the United States ; and to enforce the 
observance of all such laws or ordinances, by enact- 
ing penalties, for the violation thereof, either by im- 
prisonment not exceeding four days, or by fine, not 
exceeding fifty dollars,#ecoverable, with costs, in an 
action of debt, and in the name of the treasurer of 
said city, for the use of the corporation of said city, 
before any justice thereof, in which action, the first 
process may be either by summons or warrant, and 
in which action it shall be lawful to declare, gener- 
ally, in debt, for such penalty, and give the special 
matter in evidence ; and further, it shall be lawful 
for any such justice, before whom judgment of im- 
prisonment shall be given, to carry such judgment 
into effect, by warrant of commitment, under his 
hand and seal, directed to the keeper of the common 
jail of the county of Essex ; Provided always, that 
each and every ordinance so passed, as aforesaid, 
shall be published, for the space of at least twenty 
days, in two of the newspapers published in said 
city, before the said ordinance shall go into effect. 
Sec. 15. And be it enacted, That upon the trial 
of any issue or upon the judicial investigation of any 
act, to which issue or investigation “ the Mayor and 
Common Council of the city of Newark” are a party, 
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or in which they are interested, no person shall be 
deemed an incompetent witness or juror, by reason 
of his being an inhabitant, freeholder or freeman of 
the said city ; and that if any person shall be sued 
or impleaded by reason of any thing done by virtue of 
this act, it shall be lawful for such person to plead the 
general issue and give this act and the special matter 
in evidence at the trial. 

Sec. 16. And be it enacted, That the said Com- 
mon Council shall have power to build, establish, 
keep and maintain one ormore work-house or work- 
houses, and one or more alms-house or alms-houses 
for the relief of the poor; and the said common coun- 
cil shall have power by their ordinance, to regulate 
the said houses, and to direct gr order what persons 
shall be placed therein, and for what length of time, 
and the manner of ordering, placing and keeping 
persons therein ; and that the application and expen- 
diture of all moneys raised for the maintenance and 
relief of the poor of the said city shall be under the 
government, management and direction of the com- 
mon council, and of such overseers of the poor and 
other officers as they shall for that purpose constitute 
and appoint ; and the overseers of the poor appoint- 
ed by the common council, shall possess the powers 
and perform the duties of the like officers of the 
townships of this state, so far as such powers and 
duties shall be consistent with the provisions of this 
act. 

Sec. 17. And be it enacted, That the said Com- 
mon Council, or a majority of them in council as- 
sembled, shall and may grant, licenses annually un- 
der the common seal of said city, to such and so 
many tavern keepers, innkeepers, victuallers and re~ 
tailers of spiritous liquors, as they may think ne- 
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cessary within the said city, on such terms, and un- 
der such limitations, regulations and restrictions, as 
the said Common Council shall by their ordinance 
impose, and no other license for such purpose, with- 
in the said city granted by any other authority, shall 
be lawful. 

Sec. 18. And be it enacted, That it shall be law- 
ful for the Common Council ot the said city, to or- 
der the raising, and cause to be raised by tax, from 
year to year, such sum or sums of money as they 
shall deem expedient, for defraying the expenses of 
hghting the streets of said city, supporting a night 
watch therein, supplying the said city with water 
for the extinguishment of fires and watering the 
streets; purchasing the stock of any existing aque- 
duct company, with its privileges and powers in the 
said city for the supply of pure and wholesome wa- 
ter, for domestic purposes, supporting the fire engine 
department, regulating, paving, flagging and gravel- 
ing, the streets of said city, improving the public 
grounds, maintaining and supporting the poor, school- 
ing poor children, purchasing a lot or lots in said ci- 
ty for the purpose of erecting and maintaining one 
or more public market houses, work houses and 
alms-houses, and a city hall or town-house, and for 
defraying the contingent expenses ot the said city, 
and for allother objects and purposes authorised by 
this act ; to be assessed by the assessors, and col- 
lected by the collectors of the said city, in the man- 
ner in which the taxes of the County of Essex are 
assessed and collected, so much of the said taxes 
nevertheless as shall be raised for lighting the streets 
for said city, supporting a night watch therein, sup- 
plying the said city with water for the extinguish- 
ment of fires, regulating, paving, flagging and gra- 

Be 
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veling the streets, improving the public grounds as 
aforesaid, be assessed and colleeted upon, and from 
all persons residing and lands located within the 
lamp or watch district of said city, to be by said 
Common Council hereafter from time to time by 
ordinance established, which taxes when collected 
shall be paid into the hands of the treasurer of the said 
city, to be subject to the order of the said Common 
Council; and it shall be lawful for the said “the Mayor 
and Common Council of the city of Newark,” to bor- 
row money from time to time for all purposes for 
which they are by this act authorised to raise mon- 
ey by tax, and to secure the payment thereof by bond 
or other instrument under their common seal and 
the signature of the said Mayor, and to provide by 
tax for the payment thereof. 

Sec. 19. And be it enacted, Thatit shall be law- 
ful for the common council of the said city to pro- 
vide by ordinance or by law, for the election, at the 
annual elections to be holden in the wards of said 
city, on the second Monday of April annually, of 
such additional number of constables, as the peace 
and good order of the said city, in the opinion of the 
common council may require. 

Sec. 20. And be it enacted, That the said city 
shall be entitled to its just quota of the annual ap- 
propriation of the school fund of this state, to be 
ascertained in the manner in which the quotas of 
the townships of this state now or hereafter shall be 
ascertained, which shall be from.time to time paid 
over tothe Treasurer of the said city, and be appli- 
ed under the direction of the school committee, either 
to the support of common schools in said city, or to 
the schooling of poor children of said city, as the 
common council shall by resolution order and direct. 
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Sec. 21. And be it enacted, That there shall be in 
and for the said city, eight special police justices, 
- two ineach ward of the said city, who shall be ap- 
pointed by the Council and General Assembly of this 
state, in joint meeting, and hold their offices for the 
like term, and commissioned in the like manner, as 
justices of the peace in and for the several counties 
in this state, and be in the like manner amenable to 
the Council and General Assembly, provided that 
the said justices shall not by virtue of their said offi- 
ces, be authorised to hear and try any civil action, 
except such as may be brought to recover a penalty 
under the by-laws and ordinances of the said city, 
in which cases they may severally act as justices of 
the peace in their civil capacity. 

Sec. 22. And be it enacted, That it shall be the 
duty of the treasurer of the said city, once in each 
year, to make out a full and true account of all the 
moneys raised by tax or loan for the use of the said 
city, since the last annual election, and of the appli- 
cation and expenditure of the same, and to deliver 
the said account to the clerk of said city, ten days 
previous to the day of the next annual election, to 
be by him filed in his office ; and it shall be the duty 
of the said clerk to cause a copy of the said account 
to be published in two of the newspapers published 
in said city, at least five days previous to the day of 
the next annual election for city officers. 

Sec. 23. And be itenacted, That it shall and may 
be lawful for the common council of the said city, to 
give and grant unto the mayor thereof, for the time 
_ being, such salary per annum as they shall direct, 
not exceeding five hundred dollars, payable out of 
the treasury of the said city, quarter yearly, and the 
treasurer and clerk of said city shall be paid out of 
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said treasury such compensation for their services 
as the common eouncil shall deem reasonable and 
proper. 

Sec. 24. And be it enacted, That the treasurer 
and collectors of said city, before they enter upon 
the duties of their respective offices, shall severally 
execute their respective bonds to “ The Mayor and 
Common Council of the city of Newark,” in such 
sums and with such sureties as the said common 
council shall approve, conditioned for the faithful 
execution of the duties of their respective offices. 

Sec. 25. And be itenacted, That every constable 
of the said city, before he enters upon the duties of 
his office, shall take and subscribe before the clerk of 
the said city, an oath or affirmation, in the form pre- 
scribed for constables of township in the nineteenth 
section of the act of the legislature entitled “An act 
incorporating the inhabitants of townships, designa- 
ting their powers and regulating their meeting,” us- 
ing the word “city” instead of the word “ town- 
ship ;” and the said clerk shall endorse on the said 
oath or affirmation, the day and year on which the 
same was subscribed and taken or made, and file the 
said oath or affirmation and endorsement thereon in 
his office; and further, that every constable of the 
said city, before he enters upon the execution of his 
office, shall repair to the common council of the said 
city, and enter into bond to “ The Mayor and Com- 
mon Council of the city of Newark,” with one or 
more sureties, to be approved of by the said common 
council, in such sum as the said common council 
shall direct, in the form as near as may be, prescri- 
bed in the fifty-eighth section of the act of the legis- 
lature, entitled, “ An act for the trial ofsmall causes 7” 
which bond shall be delivered to the clerk of the 
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city, whe is hereby directed and required to record 
and file the same in his office, and the said mayor 
and common council are hereby directed and requi- 
red, if need be, to prosecute the said bond for and in 
behalf, and to the use of all and every person or 
persons whatever, who may have sustained loss by 
the neglect or misconduct of the said constable ; and 
all suits on such bonds shall be prosecuted and con- 
ducted in the manner directed in the fifty-ninth sec- 
tion of the last mentioned act, for prosecuting and 
conducting suits on constables’ bonds. 

Sec. 26. And be it enacted, That it shall be law- 
ful for the common council of the said city, or the 
major part of them in common council convened, to 
make and establish ordinances and regulations, for 
the levelling, grading, and paving, flagging, or grav- 
elling side walks, in any street or streets in said 
city, by the owners or occupants of lots fronting on, 
or adjoining such street or streets, and to appoint 
one or more discreet and skilful person or persons, to 
superintend the said work, and prescribe the manner 
in which the same shall be performed ; and to en- 
force such ordinances and regulations, by enacting 
penalties for non-compliance therewith, to be sued 
for and recovered, with costs of suit, in an action of 
debt, by and in the name of the treasurer of the said 
city, for the use of the city, before any justice of the 
peace thereof, or any other court having cognizance 
of the same. 

Sec. 27. And be it enacted, That if any lot, in 
front whereof the side walks shall, by such ordinance 
or regulation be directed to be levelled, graded, and 
paved, flagged, or gravelled, shall have no dwelling 
house erected thereon, and the owner thereof shall 
neglect to comply with such ordinance or regulation, 
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within three months from its passage or adoption, it 
shall be lawful for the said common council to cause 
an estimate of the expense of conforming to such 
ordinance or regulation, with respect to such lot, to 
be made, assessed and certified by three assessors, 
to be appointed by the said common council ; and if 
such assessment be approved by the common coun- 
cil, they shall cause an advertisement to be inserted 
in two or more of the public newspapers published 
in said city, for two months, stating the amount of 
such assessment, and requring the owner of such lot 
to pay the same to the treasurer of said city, ap- 
pointing a day and place, when and where such lot 
will be sold, at public auction, if default shall be 
made in such payment, for the lowest term of years 
at which any person shall offer to take the same, in 
consideration of advancing the sum assessed as afore- 
said, and if, notwithstanding such notice and demand, 
the owner or owners of such lot shall neglect to pay 
such assessment, with the costs and charges thereof, 
and of the said advertisement, it shall be lawful for 
the said common council to cause such lot to be sold 
at public auction, for a term of years, at the time 
and for the purposes, and in a manner expressed in 
the said advertisment, and to give a declaration of 
such sale to the purchaser thereof, under the com- 
mon seal of the said city; and such purchaser, his 
executors, administrators, or assigns, shall, by virtue 
thereof, and of this act, lawfully hold and enjoy the 
same for his and their own proper use, against the 
owner or owners, and all claiming under him or 
them, until his term therein shall be fully complete 
and ended, and be at liberty to remove all the build- 
ings and materials which he or they shall erect or 
place thereon ; but he or they shall leave such lot at. 
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the expiration of the term in sufhcient fence, and the 
side walk in front thereof, in the order required by 
such ordinance or regulation ; Provided always, that 
if after defraying the actual expense of levelling, 
grading and paving, flagging or gravelling the side 
walk in front of any lot, so sold as aforesaid, in the 
manner directed by such ordinance or regulation, 
and deducting all reasonable charges, attending the 
sale, a surplus of the purchase money shall remain 
in the hands of the treasurer of the said city, the 
same shall forthwith be paid to the owner or owners 
of such lot, or his or their legal representatives. 

Sec. 28. And be it enacted, That the amount of 
the estimate or assessment to be made as aforesaid 
on any lot in said city, shall be and remain a lien 
thereon from the time of the completion and return 
of such estimate or assessment in manner aforesaid, 
until paid or otherwise satisfied ; and that it shall be 
lawful for the Mayor and Common Council of the 
city of Newark, instead of the remedy herein above 
provided, if they shall see fit, in case the owner or 
occupant of any lot or any house and lot within the 
said city shall neglect to comply with such ordinance 
or regulation in respect to the side walk in front 
thereof, to cause the same to be done, and paid for 
out of any monies in the hands of the treasurer of 
said city, and to sue for and recover the amount so 
paid from the owner or owners of such lot, or his 
or their legal representatives, with interest and costs 
in any Court in this state having cognizance there- 
of, in an action on the case, for so much money by 
them paid, laid out, and expended to and for the use 
of such owner or owners, or his or their legal rep- 
resentatives ; and in every such action, the said esti- 
mate or assessment, with the proof of the amount paid, 
shall be conclusive evidence for the Plaintiff. 
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Sec. 29. And be it enacted, That if the tenant of 
any lot, or house and lot, within the said city, shall 
cause the side walks in front thereof to be levelled, 
graded and paved, flagged or gravelled, in obedience 
to such ordinance or regulation, at his own expense, 
it shall be lawful for him to deduct the same out of 
the rent, or to recover the same from the landlord or 
owner, or his legal representatives, with interest and 
costs, in an action on the case, in any court in this 
state having cognizance thereof, for so much money 
by him paid, laid out, and expended, to and for his or 
their use: Provided that nothing in this act shall 
affect any contract or agreement, made or to be 
made, between landlord and tenant, respecting such 
charges or expenses. 

Sec. 30. And be it enacted, That it shall be lawful 
for the said common council to lay out and open any 
street, road, or highway in any part of the said city, 
and to cause any street, road, highway or alley al- 
ready laid out in any part of the said city, to be va- 
cated, opened, altered or widened, whenever and so 
often as they shall judge the public good requires 
the same to be done, and the said common council 
shall give notice to the owner or owners of any lands 
or other real estate, with the appurtenances, neces- 
sary to be taken for either of said purposes, or to his, 
her, or their agent, or legal representatives, of their 
intention to take such land, or other real estate and 
appurtenances, and appropriate it for such street, 
road, highway, or alley, and shall treat with such per- 
son or persons for the same, and if any such person 
or persons shall refuse to treat for any such land or 
other real estate, with the appurtenances, or the 
common council cannot agree with such person or 
persons for the same, then it shall be lawful for the 
common council to appoint five disinterested free- 
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holders of the said city, at least one from each ward, 
commissioners, to make an estimate and assessment 
of the damages that any such owner or owners will 
sustain by laying out, altering or widening any such 
street, road, highway or alley, and in estimating and 
assessing such damages, the said commissioners shall 
have due regard as well to the value of the land, or 
other real estate with the appurtenances, as to the 
injury or benefit of the owner or owners thereof, by 
laying out, altering or widening any such street: 
road, highway or alley ; Provided that no street, 
road, highway or alley in said city shall be altered or 
widened as aforesaid, except on the application in 
writing tothe said Common Council by three-fourths 
of all the owners of land lying on said road, highway 
or alley. 

Sec. 31. And be it enacted, That the said com- 
missioners, before they enter upon the execution of 
the duty required of them, shall be sworn before 
the mayor, recorder, or any alderman of said city, 
to make the estimate and assessment submitted to 
them, fairly and impartially, according to the best of 
their skill and judgment. 

Sec. 32. And be it enacted, That the said common 
council shall appoint a time and place within the said 
city, for the said commissioners to meet ; notice 
whereof shall be given by putting up an advertise- 
ment, in five public places, in said city, one whereof, 
shall be in each of the wards of the said city, 
at least ten days before the time of meeting, which 
advertisement shall specify the street, road, highway 
or alley proposed to be laid out, altered or widened, 
the alterations proposed to be made, and the lands 
or other real estate with the appurtenances intended 
to be taken fur such purposes, and the said commis-

sioners, or a majority of them, when met, shall have 
power to swear and examine witnesses, and shall 
view the premises if necessary, and make just and 
true estimates and assessments as aforesaid, and 
make and sign a certificate of such estimates and 
assessments, and file the same with the clerk of said 
city, and the same being ratified by the common 
council, shall be binding and conclusive upon the 
owner or owners of any such lands or other real es- 
tate with the appurtenances, subject only to the ap- 
peal hereafter given, and upon payment of the dam- 
ages so awarded, or a tender and refusal thereof, 
it shall be lawful for the commissioners to cause the 
same land or other real estate with the appurtenan- 
ces, to be converted and used for the purposes afore- 
said: Provided however, that any person or persons 
conceiving himself, herself, or themselves aggrieved 
by the proceedings of the said common council, or 
of the said commissioners, may appeal therefrom to 
the Supreme Court of this state within thirty days 
from the time of making the final order of the com- 
mon council, and the Supreme Court, and shall or- 
der a trial by jury to assess the damages sustained 
by the party aggrieved, the trial whereof to be con- 
ducted as in other cases of trial by jury. 

Sec. 33. And be it enacted, That in case of non- 
payment on demand of damages assessed as afore- 
said, with interest from the date of the assessment, 
in case of no appeal to the Supreme Court as afore- 
said, the person or persons entitled thereto, may sue 
for and recover the same from the mayor and com- 
mon council of the said city in an action of debt, 
with costs, in any court having cognizance thereof, 
and the said proceedings of the said commissioners 
and common council or award of said jury as the 
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case may be, shall be conclusive evidence against 
the defendants. 

Sec. 34. And be it enacted, That in order to pro- 
vide for the payment of the damages assessed as 
aforesaid, for the laying out and opening of any street, 
road or highway, in the said city, or for the altering, 
or widening of any street, road, highway or alley, 
already laid out in the said city, and of all other ne- 
cessary expenses incident to such.laying out, alter- 
ing or widening, the said common council shall as- 
certain the whole amount of such damages and ex- 
penses, and shall cause to be made a just and equi- 
table assessment thereof among the owners and oc- 
cupants of all the houses and lots intended to be ben- 
efitted thereby, in proportion, as nearly as may be, 
to the advantages each shall be deemed to acquire, 
and the common council shall appoint five disinter- 
ested frecholders of the said city, at least one from 
each ward, to make every such assessment ; who, 
before they enter upon the execution of their trusts, 
shall be sworn before any justice of the peace or spe- 
cial justice of said city, to make the said assessment 
fairly, according to the best of their skill and judg- 
ment, and a certificate in writing of such assessment, 
signed by a majority of such persons, being returned 
to the common council, and ratified by them, shall 
be binding and conclusive upon the owners and oc- 
cupants of such houses and lots to be assessed re- 
spectively ; and such owners or occupants shall also, 
respectively, on demand, pay to such persons as 
shall be authorized by the said common council to 
receive the same, the sums at which such houses 
and lots shall be assessed to be applied to the pay- 
ment of the damages and expenses of laying out, 
altering or widening the said street, road, highway 
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or alley, as aforesaid, under default of such payment, 
or any part thereof, it shall be lawful for the said 
mayor and commoncouncil of said city, by warrant 
under their common seal, to levy the same by dis- 
tress and sale of the goods and chattels of such owner 
or occupant refusing or neglecting to pay the same, 
rendering the overplus (if any) after deducting the 
charges of such distress and sale, to such owner or 
occupant, or his or her legal representatives : Pro- 
vided always, that nothing in this act contained, shall 
affect any agreement between landlord and tenant 
respecting the payment of any such charges, but 
they shall be answerable to each other in the same 
manner as if this act had never passed, and further, 
if any such assessment, or any part thereof, shall be 
paid by any person when, by agreement or by law 
the same ought to have been borne or paid by some 
other person, then it shall be lawful for the person 
paying the same, to sue for and recover the same, 
with interest and costs of suit, in any court having 
cognizance thereof, as so much money paid for the 
use of the person who ought to have paid the same, 
and the assessment aforesaid, and proof of payment 
shall be conclusive evidence in said suit, and in all 
cases where there is no agreement to the contrary, 
the owner or landlord, and not the occupant or 
tenant, shall be deemed the person who, inlaw,ought 
to bear and pay every such assessment. 

Sec. 35. And be it enacted, That in case any as- 
sessment, made ag aforesaid shall not have been 
complied with, by payment of the sums thereby 
assessed, it shall be lawful for the common council 
to cause the same to be advertised in two or more 
public newspapers, printed in the said city, for two 
months, thereby requiring the owners or occupants 
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of such houses and lots, respectively, to pay the 
sums at which such houses and lots shall have been 
assessed, to the treasurer of the said city; and that 
if default shall be made in such payment, such houses 
and lots will be sold, at public auction, at a day and 
place to be specified therein, for the lowest term of 
years at which any person will offer to take the 
same, in consideration of paying the sum assessed 
on the same, with the interest thereof, and the ex- 
penses of such advertisement and sale, and if not- 
withstanding such notice, the owners or occupants 
shall refuse or neglect to pay such assessment, and 
the interest thereon, and the expenses of the said ad- 
vertisement, then it shall be lawful for the said mayor 
and common council to cause such real estate to be 
sold, at public auction, fora term of years, for the 
purposes, and in the manner expressed in said ad- 
vertisement, and to give a declaration of such sale 
to the purchaser thereof under the common seal of 
the said city, and such purchaser, his executors, ad- 
ministrators or assigns, shall by virtue thereof, and 
of this act, lawfully hold and enjoy the same, for his 
and their own proper use, against the owner or 
owners thereof claiming under him or them, until 
his term shall be complete and ended, and that such 
purchaser shall be at liberty, at or before the end of 
his term, to remove the buildings and materials 
erected and placed by him thereon, taking care to 
leave the same in as good order and condition as the 
same was when it came into his possession. 

Sec. 36. And be it enacted, That the amount of 
any assessment shall be and remain alien on the lot 
or lots assessed, from the time of the completion and 
return of such assessment in manner aforesaid, until 
the same shall be paid and satisfied, and that it shall 
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be lawful for the said mayor and common council in- 
stead of the remedies herein above provided, if they 
shall see fit in case of refusal and neglect to pay any 
assessment made as aforesaid, to sue for and recover 
the amount of any such assessment from the person 
or persons who under the provisions of this act ought 
to pay for the same, or his, her or their legal repre- 
sentatives, with interest and costs of suit, in any 
court in this state having cognizance thereof, in an 
action on the case for so much nfoney by them paid, 
laid out and expended for such person or persons, or 
his, her or their legal representatives, and the said 
assessment shall be conclusive evidence for the plain- 
tiff in every such action. 

Sec, 37. And be it enacted, That no street, road, 
highway or alley hereafter to be laid out or opened 
in the said city, shall be recognised, considered, or 
treated as a public street, road, highway or alley, 
unless the same be laid out and opened under the di- 
rection of the said common council, in manner afore- 
said. 

Sec. 38. And be it enacted, That this act shall 
not go into effect unless the assent of three fifths 
of the electors of said townships shall be first ascer- 
tained; and for that purpose a poll shall be open- 
ed on the eighteenth day of March next, between 
the hours of ten in the morning, and six in the after- 
noon, under the direction of the judge and inspectors 
of election of the respective wards, and at the places 
where the last annual elections were held; of which 
time and places the town committee of the township 
of Newark, shall give at least one week’s previous 
notice in twoof the newspapers published in the said 
township ; and the electors entitled to vote at ward 
meetings, shall express their assent or refusal of this 
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act by depositing their ballots in the box provided 
for that purpose, in their respective wards ; and those 
electors who are in favor of the said law shall each 
deposit a ballot containing the word “ corporation” 
written or printed thereon ; and those who are op- 
posed shall each deposit a ballot with the words “ no 
corporation” written or printed thereon ; and a can- 
vass and return of the votes shall be made by the 
judges and inspectors of the respective wards in-the 
same manner to the township committee, as is now 
prescribed by law in regard to the canvass and re- 
turn of votes for chosen freeholders, surveyors of the- 
highways and school committee-men of the township 
of Newark; and if three-fifths of those who vote at 
such elections, at such canvass, are found to be in fa- 
vor of this act, it shall then, but not otherwise go 
into eflect. . 

Sec. 39. And be it enacted, That the act entitled 
an act to divide the township of Newark, in the 
county of Essex, into wards and districts, and for 
other purposes, passed February sixth, eighteen 
hundred and thirty-three, be and the same is hereby 
repealed, on and after the second Monday in April 
next, and that the act entitled an act incorporating 
the inhabitants of townships, designating their pow- 
ers and regulating their meetings passed February 
twenty-first, seventeen hundredand ninety-eight, and 
all acts and parts of acts, which are contrary to, or 
inconsistent with the provisions of this act, shall be 
and the same are hereby repealed on and after the 
said second Monday of April next, so far as relates 
or extends to the said township of Newark in the 
county of Essex. 

Sec. 40. And be it enacted, That the legislature 
may, at any time hereafter, alter, modify or repeal 
this act.
